6. Christian Voyagers, with preachers, Bi- 
bles, and tracts, to go among the islands of the 
Eastern Ocean, and along the coasts of the 
continental nations, every where scattering the 
seed of the word: from time to time forming 
new stations, and annually visiting churches 
already planted, 

The agents desirable to effect these opera- 
tions under the power of Jehovah, Father, Sun, 
and Hl. ly Ghost, areas follows: 

1. Opulent Christians, locating themselves 
at any station they please, to render such vol- 
untary aid as they deem right, to those preach- 
ers, schoolmasters, schoolmistresses, poor 
Chiristran scholars, or native converts, who may 
join the missions, 

2. Missionaries, sent from and by existing 
missionary socreties. 

3. Teachers of schools, sent and supported 
b; voluntary associations, or congregations. 

“4. Pious naval officers, or other seafaring 
Christian men, acting as volunteers, to perform 
one voyage or more, 

5. Owners of ships, or merchants, making 
a single tradiug voyage, or more, as they see 
fit, subservient to missionary pursuits. 

6. Voyaging preachers;—to be joined by 
one of more younger missionaries, to assist in 
all cases of sickness, danger, &c. , to learn 
the languages spoken; to become acquainted 
with and fitted for the work to be performed ; 
or, to remain behind, where opportunities oc 
cur, and originate new stations, The families 
of married voyagers to be taken care of, if de- 
sired, at the central, or some local station, All 
the parties in these voyages to be volunteers. 

7. Native vessels may sometimes be freighted 
by Christian associations, or induced by pecu- 
niary considerations to undertake missionary 
voyages 3 carrying on, in subordination there- 
to, in order to lessen the expense, their trading 
concerns. 

&. Local associations of Christians, in any 
part of the world, to afford pecumiary aid to 
such voyagers, or persons, as they may approve. 

These opinions are, with the greatest respect, 
submitted to the conscientious consideration of 
all those who love our Lord Jesus Christ in 
sincerity, to whatever church or nation they 
may belong.-—Missionary Herald.

Held its annual meeting at the Baptist Meet- 
ing house in Sanford, Me. June 13 and 14.— 
The introductory sermon was preached by Rev. 
A. Wilson, from James v. 19, 20. Rev. 
Charles Emerson was chosen Moderator ; Rev. 
A. Wilson, Clerk ; and A. Smith, Esq. Trea- 
surer. The cause of Temperance attracted 
the very marked attention of the Association, 
and several good addresses were made by 
brethren Jackson, Flanders, and Godding.— | 
The latter, an old saint of 70, urged the entire | 
banishment of the liquid fire, not giving it, 
quarters even as a medicine, denouncing it as a| 
fearful plague.

ON EVIL EXAMPLE. 
Mr. Evrror, 

The importance attached to the example of 
Christians, as it regards the spiritual benefit or 
injury of the unconverted, is undoubtedly by 
far too little thought of, and too generally dis- 
regarded, Is it not a question of vast import- 
ance to those who profess godliness, whether, 
and to what extent they are promoting by their 
example, either the salvation or destruction of 
souls? That momentous consequences to the 
unconverted do follow upon the evil examples 
of professors, is a fact so nearly self evident, 
that it may be taken for granted. If such is 
not the fact, why is it that when persons are 
exhorted to turn from the evil of their ways to 
serve the living God, they so often reply—**] 
don’t know about this turning toGod. 1 have 
reason to think my life as good as that of my 
neighbors A, B. and C. who have said much 
and done—but little. When I see them turned 


listen to your warnings.” Under a deep sense 
of these things I would refer professors to a few 
instances of the evils inflicted upon sinners by 
impious example. Who does not know that 
the unconverted are looking for the evidence 
of religion in the lives of those who say they 
have been born again; have undergone a 
change of heart; and are going to bring forth 
the peaceable fruits of righteousness in new- 
ness of life? And if no corresponding change 
appears in the deportment of such professors, 
if no change appears in his conversation, if 
there is no material change visible in his whole 
demeanor and pursuiis; is not the sinner em- 
boldened to go on in sin, and confirmed in un- 
belief by witnessing such a fruitless profession ? 
Nor can he be convinced of the excellency of 
religion, or its transforming influence, so long 
as he sees those professedly under its influence, 
unaltered—untransformed. Can a sinner be 
expected to feel the necessity of repentance, 
so long as he sees the professedly penitent soon 
returning to the same habits which marked 
their former lives? No more can he be made 
to feel the want of faith in God, while he sees 
the professed subjects of faith living as if they 
believed not themselves in God. In vain is 
humility ineuleated upon a sinner, so long as 
the example of professing Christians teaches 
him that he may imitate them in the indulgence

are fallen. And may the startling distance to 
which you are removed urge you to immediate 
repentance ; and to do your first works. Keep 
in remembrance also the fact, that you cannot 
sink alone. No, Christian, professor, backsli- 
der, whatever you are that bear the name o 
Christian, you cannot, you will not sink alone. 
The unconverted are, like a drowning man, 
clinging with a death grasp to your bad exam- 
ples; and if you sink into the gulf stream of 
vice, you take them with you to the bottom. —

God; you shall either free yourself from their 
fatal grasp, or bring them with you to Christ.

Mr. Going proceeded from Ports- 
mouth to South Berwick, Maine, Lord’s-day, 
July Ist, and there received a subscription of 
upwards of $50. From South Berwick, he 
proceeded to New Hampton, N. H. and there 
had the satisfaction of addressing about 180 
young ladies and gentlemen of that very flour- 
ishing institution. From New Hampton Mr. 
G. went to New London, and on the 4th of Ju- 
ly, received about $50 dollars more. At New- 
port, on Lord’s day following, July 8th, $50.— 
Same day at Claremont, $30. During the 
week he visited Meriden Academy, in Pilain- 
field, and received $8,54 contribution. On 
Lord’s day, July 15, received $55 at Cornish, 
in the forenoon, and abont $70 at Windsor, Ver. 
in the afternoon. Mr. G. left New Hampshire 
with the prayers of his brethren that God would 
preserve his life, and prosper the blessed work 
in which he isengaged.

Courant states the following interesting and impor- 
tant facts in relation to the cholera in that place :

CAPTUKE OF JERUSALEM BY THE 
CRUSADERS. 
[Extract from an unpublished work.) 

The thirteenth of July, 1099, was clear and 
unclouded, as had been nearly every day since 
the Christian army first sat down before Jeru- 
salem, and the sun poured his scorching rays 
with overwhelming violence upon the holy city 
and the encircling camp of the crusaders,— 
More than a month had elapsed since the allied 
chiefs of the crusading army resolved to try 
the effect of a siege upon the infidel garrison ; 
but the city still held out, and it now became 
evident to all that the attempt to reduce the 
enemy by famine would be vain; indeed, 
the scarcity of provisions was far greater in the 
camp of the besiegers than among the besieg- 
ed; and the intense heat of the sun, combined 
with the absolute want of water, was almost 
intolerable. ‘The commanders saw the soldiers 
of their army dying by hundreds, and the zeal

The attack was commenced with great vio- 
lence early in the morning, and was continued 
through the day with unabated vigor ; but the 
assailants were much surprised and mortified | 
to find, at the evening, that their continued and 
violent assaults had produced little or no effect 
upon the fortifications of the city, owing to the 
obstinate and well sustained defence of the 
enemy. Several of their largest towers had 
been entirely consumed by the terrible and 
mysterious Greek fire, which was hurled con- 
tinually from the city upon the dismayed sol- 
diery and their huge wooden habitations. So 
closely had every part of the defence been 
guarded by the enemy, that, as yet, not one 
Christian soldier had succeeded in gaining the 
ramparts of the city, though numbers had per- 
ished in the attempt. One young knight, of 
the order of the templars, who had vowed to be 
the first who should place his foot on the ram- 
parts, had been twice repulsed by the infidels, 
on the very point of fulfilling his vow. 

The attack was recommenced the following 
morning, but with less vigor than upon the pre- 
ceding day. The crusaders, however, anima- 
ted by the exhortations and assurances of the 
monks and religious orders who accompanied 
the army, continued to press the assault gal- 
lantly for several hours, when, seeing no pros- 
pect of succesy and disheartened by so many 
repulses, they began to think of abandoning 
the attempt entirely, leaving to worthier or 
abler hands the task of rescuing the holy city 
from the grasp of the unbelievers.

The ship arrived at London and the negro was 
put ashore at Wapping. Having no money to 
receive, he wandered trom street to street, and | 
whenever he could catch a single passenger, he | 
would stop and say, in the most melancholy | 
manner, * Please, massa, you tell poor black | 
man where Christian’s God dat pay de debt 1” 
Some told him to go about his business, some 
gave him money, and others supposing hit to 
to be deranged, passed on; but he met no one 
to answer lis question. In this manner he con- 
tinued to stroll about as devoid of comfort in 
England as in his own land; and frequently 
would he steal down to some by-place, and
